snjoyment of the p assengers, 
We 
|have the honor of being seated at the 
:ap tain’s table, and a jolly host he is. 
|We have every table lux ury to be 
found any p lace, even strawberries, 
|but where they grew I k now not. 
'here are p assengers onboafd from al- 
lost every one of the United States. 
Conversation shows this to be a much 
traveled crowd. 
I heard one man say ! 
le has crossed the Atlantic thirty-nine 
times, while a lady is on her way to 
Ferusalem for the fifth time. 
We hear 
>f ex p eriences while in Norway, in 
¡Russia, in 
Brazil, 
in 
Australia, 
though I have not yet heard any one 
¡sp eak of having met Dr. Cook at the j 
North Pole. 
There have been many I 
Marconi messages received and many 
[sent. 
The evenings 
are gay w ith; 
[dances on deck , and bridge p arties in 
[the saloon. 
The first two days out' 
[the sea was rough. 
Scenes enacted 
in my cabin were tragic, though to 
my stalwart stewardess, 
Fritzla, it 
¡certainly was comic. 
I reached a 
¡state where life and nothing else held 
anything worth mentioning. 
Faintly 
I asserted, I ’d shoot him on the sp ot, 
if ever I heard any one sing “ Rock ed 
|in the Cradle of the Deep .” 
For two 
¡days the dining saloon was a banquet 
|hall deserted. 
Then things began to 
¡brighten and now we k now that that 
¡siege has made us all ak in. 
We sp ent 
¡two days at Funchal on one of the 
¡Madeira Islands—islands of beauty— I 
la neglected p aradise. 
I wish it were 
¡in my p ower to describe this quaint, ; 
¡queer, interest ing city of Funchal w ith 
[its twenty thousand p eop le. 
They are 
Portuguese, most of whom are 
ant and sup erstitious, but good na- 
¡tured, full of laughter and 
song. 
¡The streets of the town, as well as the 
[sidewalk s, are made entirely of cobble 
Istones. 
The mode of travel is in ham- 


think that Funchal will become “ d r y” 
for some time. 
We visited Funchal’s 
Monte Carlo, 
and saw money fast 
changing hands. 
This casino is situ- 
ated in a garden, which for beauty 
n eresving 
sure]y 
vje with the Garden of 
Eden. 
Never were more gorgeous 
llowers seen. 
This is my second visit 
to beautiful Funchal on its charming 
blue bay, but my delight was as great 
as up on seeing it for the first time. 
In the harbor of this bay were steam­ 
ers anchored, which had sailed from 
South America, South Africa, 
Bos­ 
ton, besides our own “ Cincinnati,” so 
the natives of Madeira are coming in 
contact with p eop le from all lands, 
and doubtless before many years the 
p op ulation will be cosmop olitan.

have just come on board from a 
d a y’s sight seeing in Cadiz, 
Sp ain. 
Only the Lord k nows how thank ful I 
am that I am an American 
We visit­ 
ed an interesting art gallery, and the 
beautiful Cathedral, 
with its large 
amount of wood carving. 
We drove 
over miles of narrow streets, and 
through the 
p rojecting 
balconies, 
could see the sk y which look ed dik e a 
ribbon of light above. 
We were 
shown through the new theatre, com­ 
p leted five week s ago, and which cost 
one and a half millions of dollars. 
The soldiers on the streets were at­ 
tractive in their brilliant uniforms of 
bluejack ets, bright red trousers and 
vivid green 
gloves. 
Any enemy 
would flee from the sight of them. 
Our small p arty had funny ex p eri­ 
ences in getting something to eat. 
Those Sp aniards thought us ex treme­ 
ly stup id while we thought “ volumes” 
of them. 
Their smooth, liquid voices 
are so musical that it is a p leasure to 
i hear them try to mak e themselves un­ 
derstood. 
Our nex t stop will be 
| Malaga, then on to England’s great 
1 Rock of defense. 
Then we go to Al- 
j giers, Africa, where the soldier of the 
i legion lay dying. 
An Arabian p ro­ 
verb says—“ Algiers is a diamond 
set in an emerald frame.”

From Algiers we sail di­ 
rectly to Italy where we shall sight 
see for* some time.

Accepts Call Fro m Church in San­

Rev. Adolp h Egli iormally tendered 
his resignation as p astor of the St 
Paul Evangelical church at the regu 
lar service Sunday morning, and an­ 
nounced that he had accep ted a call 
from the St. Step hens Evangelical 
church in Sandusk y, Ohio. 
At a meet 
ing of the official board Wednesday 
evening, Rev. Egli stated that his 
resignation would be p resented Sunday 
morning, but that it would not become 
effective until after Easter Sunday. 
Rev. Egli has work ed earnestly for 
his church for over seven years, hav­ 
ing begun bis duties here February 
1, 19 03. 
He has been in the minister­ 
ial work in this city longer than any 
other Protestant minister now occup y­ 
ing a p ulp it in Seymour. 
During his 
p astorate here he has made many 
friends out side of his congregation 
who regret to hear of his resignation. 
Rev. Egli, the son of Mr and Mrs. 
C. Egli, was born in Zuerich, Switzer­ 
land, December 26, 1864. 
He received 
his early educational training in the 
schools and colleges in that country .

Sugar cane is ex tensively 
grown, from which they distil a k ind 
of drink , the low p rice of which causes 
the natives to imbibe freely.

Ida Rodman of Washington county, 
was drowned in Pigeon Roost Creek , 
about one-half mile south of Vienna 
in Scott county, 
Sunday morning 
about eleven o’clock . 
SbeTiad started 
to Scottsburg to meet her brother, 
Orville Rodman, who is a student in 
the Central Normal College at Dan­ 
ville, 
and who was ex p ected home 
Sunday. She was directed by a farmer 
and was goingover a road with which 
she was not familiar. 
When she came 
to Pigeon Roost Creek the stream was 
badly swollen and the water was over 
the bridge. 
She could not see where 
to drive and drove off into seven feet 
water. 
The current was swift and she 
was carried down the stream. 
No one 
saw the accident occur. 
Shortly after 
the drowning a section hand, while 
crossing the railroad bridge, saw the 
body in the water, but the swiftcurrent 
carried it out of his reach before he 
could effect a rescue. 
The horse was found about two

The search 
for the girl was continued throughout 
the afternoon and night and she was 
found shortly before seven o’clock this 
morning at a curve about one mile 
below where she was drowned and 
hundred feet west of the interur- 
bridge. 
The northbound trac- 
car was stop p ed and the body 
brought to Scottsburg where it 
was viewed by county coroner Black - 
all and p rep ared for burial 
It develop ed that her brother did 
not come home at all as be is confined 
to his room 
at Danville with the 
measles and will not even be able to 
attend his sister’s funeral. 
The deceased lived about two miles 
southwest of Vienna. 
She was twenty 
years of age and leaves a mother, two 
brothers and two sisters.

May Hav e Been Murdered. 


Lewis Conner, clerk in 
Brown & 
Com p any’s store at Elizabethtown, 
and Mr. and Mrs. 
Grant Perry and 
Mrs. Marion McCalip , of Columbus, 
went to Louisville Saturday to attend 
the funeral of Mr. Conner’s brother, 
William Conner, which occurred the re 
Saturday afternoon at two o’clock . 
The deceased 
was a . constable -in 
Justice Browning’s court at Louis­ 
ville but he had not 
been on duty as 
such for a few days p rior to his death. 
His body was found in an abandoned 
quarry in the rear of the work house at 
Louisville, and the p olice of that city 
say there is a p ossibility that he was 
murdered and they are investigating 
bis death on that theory. 
The general 
belief, however, is that his death was 
caused by falling into the quarry. 
He fell a distance of six ty feet and 
sustained -a fractured sk ull besides 
brok en limbs and his whole body was 
frightfully cut and bruised. 
He fell 
on his face 
which was

mangled that the features were un­ 
recognizable.

Those who most wrong us are the men who 
wreck railroads and banks, thereby wiping

For the im provem ent of Blyth h a r­ 
bor, England, a specially constructed 
dredger 
has 
been 
employed 
which 
scoops up rocks of as much as twenty 
to th irty hundredw eight each, and dis­ 
charges them through chutes into a 
barge. 
The machine is furnished with 
a chain of buckets like an ordinary 
dredger, but the buckets are of a spe­ 
cial shape, and the rim s are re-en­ 
forced with hard-steel cutting edges. 
The boulders are embedded in mud and 
sand, and more than 200 tons of such 
rock have been removed in an hour. 
The apparatus w’orks with surprising 
ease and certainty. 
It has recently been discovered th at 
the rare atmospheric gas neon readily 
becomes luminous under the influence 
of electric Waves, and it is suggested 
that the property may afford a means 
of visually reading wireless telegraph 
messages. 
Prof. W. L. Dudley experi­ 
mented with a tube of neon during an 
Atlantic voyage in July, and found 
that the gas glowed beautifully in re­ 
sponse to the waves sent out from the 
wireless apparatus of the ship, but the 
received waves were apparently too 
weak to affect it sensibly. 
F urth er ex­ 
perim ent may result in the discovery 
of a m eans of utilizing this property of 
neon as a detector of received signals. 
At present it is employed to m easure 
the length of electric waves sent out. 
The length of those tested by Professor 
Dudley was about 8 00 feet. 
The Texas town of Rockwall, about 
tw’enty-five miles east of Dallas, de­ 
rives its name from what appear to be 
the 
rem ains 
of 
immense 
walls 
of 
ruined m asonry surrounding the town, 
but extending in many directions.

these walls, and his conclusion is that 
they are natural formations, consist­ 
ing of sandstone dikes, which under 
the influence of the w eather and earth 
movements 
have 
been 
cracked 
and 
jointed in such a way as to afford, in 
m any cases, a striking resemblance to 
artificial walls. 
The weathered sands, 
stained with iron oxide, between the 
joints have been m istaken for remains 
of mflrtar. 
T he dikes rise out of a 
rich, black, waxy soil composed of orig­ 
inal lime muds. 
They vary in thick­ 
ness from an inch to two feet, and 
have been traced to a depth of fifty 
feet or more. 
Recent experim ents by government 
experts have revealed an unexpected 
source of trouble in the process of ster­ 
ilizing wood by the injection of pre- 
servative liquids. 
It is custom ary to 
remove the bark from a stick of tim ­ 
ber before it is subjected to cr*osoting, 
but it has been supposed that thin lay­ 
ers of the inner bark left unremoved 
would do no harm. 
Now it is found 
that such layers, no m atter how’ thin, 
almost absolutely prevent the penetra­ 
tion of the liquid. 
In any case, the 
preservative usually falls to penetrate 
the center of the stick, but forms an 
exterior antiseptic zone, which answ ers 
the purpose if there are no gaps in it. 
But if such gaps exist, owing to the 
presence of thin layers of bark, the 
teredo finds an entrance through them? 
and carries on its work of destruction 
in the interior of the tim ber supposed 
to have been protected.

SHOW NOAH’S GRAVE. 


N a t i v e s A b o u t A r a r a t C o n n e c t M a n y 
Spots w llh History o f Flood. 
The region of Mount A rarat and 
the local traditions which still keep 
alive the story 
of 
the ark having 
rested there were described the other 
evening in a lecture given in London 
before the Royal Geographical Society" 
by Capt. B ertram Dickson, who made 
a series of journeys to the neighbor­ 
hood while British m ilitary consul at 
Van, a London correspondent says. 
The country east of the Tigris, he 
said, was known to the ancient As­ 
syrians as the m ountains of Nairi and 
at other tim es the Niphates and the 
m ountains 
at 
U rartu, 
from which 
comes the nam e iflarat. 
The Bible 
historian took the account of the ark 
resting on A rarat from the Chaldean 
legend, which made it rest on the 
m ountains of U rartu; while local tra ­ 
ditions, Christian, moslem and yezidi 
(or devil w orshipers) alike m ake its 
resting place Jebel Judi, a striking 
sheer rocky wall of 7 ,000 feet, which 
frown over Mesopotamia. 
Common sense also suggested 
that 
w’ith a subsiding flood in the plains 
a boat would 
m ore 
probably run 
aground on the high ridge at the edge 
of the plain rath er than on a solitary 
peak miles from 
the 
plains, with 
m any high ridges intervening. 
The 
lecturer thought himself th a t the local 
tradition had the greater elem ent of 
truth. 
There is a large ziarat (zijgurat or 
sanctuary) at the top of Jebel Judi, 
where every eve in August is held a 
great fete, attended by thousands of 
energetic 
moslems, 
C hristians 
and 
yezidis, who climb 
the 
steepest of 
trails for 7 ,000 feet in the terrific sum­ 
m er’s heat to do homage to Noah. 
T his m ountain seems to have been 
held sacred at all times, anil certainly 
it has a wonderful fascination about 
it, with its high precipices and jagged, 
tangled crags w atching over the vast 
Mesopotamian plain. 
The local villagers can show one 
the exact spot where Noah descended, 
while in one village, H assana, they 
showed his grave and th e -vine ya rd 
where he is reputed to have indulged 
overfreely in the juice of the grape, 
the owner declaring th a t the vines

Here is a stanch supporter of the 
Scotch claim s to the throne of Britain, 
who despite the fact that he is failing 
fast in health makes an annual pil­ 
grim age to the tomb of Mary Queen of 
Scots. 
So firmly does King Edw ard and his 
line seem settled on the British throne 
th a t it is startling to find an ardent 
rem nant of Scottish Jacobites declar­ 
ing he is a base usurper. 
They still cling to the claims of the 
S tuarts, though over 200 years have 
passed since the last of that bad fam 
ily of rulers fled from British soil. To 
them Mary Queen of Scots is the “mar 
tyr queen,” and their contention is that 
the lawful ruler of England is an ob­ 
scure Mary, who, resident abroad, is 
all unconscious of her phantom dig 
nity. 
Most fiery of them all is Theodo’ o 
Napier, a picturesque figure often to 
be seen in the streets of Edinburgh, 
says the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
Every 
February, clad in highland garb, he 
journeys to Fort her ingay castle, the 
scene of the execution of Mary Queen 
of Scots, to lay o n-th e tomb of that 
queen of romance a floral offering as 
a symbol of his fealty to the Stuarts. 
Ridicule or argum ent breaks upon 
him without effect. 
He proclaims him­ 
self a Jacobite 
of 
the 
Jacobites; 
though all else bow the knee to the 
English king, still will he refuse. 
Many Scotsmen declare there is no 
King Edward VII. of Scotland, for 
form er Edw'ards did not rule the north 
ern half of Britain. 
But their objec­ 
tion is not pressed hard, and they are 
loyal enough to the house of Guelph. 
Not 
so 
this 
venerable 
Jacobite. 
W henever there is a celebration of a 
Scottish national event, there he is to 
plead for the glorification of Scotland 
as distinct from England. 
At a recent 
dinner in Edinburgh, when the toast ot 
“The- K ing” was proposed, he refused 
to join, and when rem onstrances rained 
upon him, the hoary Scotsman leaped 
to his feet and challenged any “traitor 
to the Stuart cause” to meet him “ with 
claymore, battle-ax or dirk,” at the 
same tim e casting a gauntlet at their 
feet, in his best dram atic manner. 
Nowadays, when the highlands are 
overrun 
every day by English and 
American 
financial 
magnates, 
who 
sport themselves in kilt and bonn°t, 
Scotsmen are loath to wear the garb 
of their 
forefathers. 
But Theodore 
N apier regards it as “the only w ear.” 
In no other costume would he consent 
to appear in public, lest he should be 
taken for a mere Englishman, so in 
ferior, in his opinion, to the men of 
braw n and bravery, reared on sound 
oatmeal, north of the Tweed.

cheap, and it is easy to carry the wa­ 
ter to any point desired in the house 
or other place if only you have a good 
spring on a higher level. 
For cooling the milk or butter it 
is better to have a large cold spring 
and set the milk products in the wa­ 
ter as near the head of the spring as 
possible, where the water is the cold­ 
est. 
For watering the cow and other 
purposes it should be brought in pipes 
when possible.

The result Is a perfectly bare and often 
filthy ground plot.

As a pasture for sows

pigs, alfalfa proves wonderfully help­ 
ful ration for 
growth in pigs. 
Ex­ 
periments have shown that pigs make 
better growth w'hen the dam is fed 
considerable alfalfa than those 
from 
sows fed the best of commercial ra­ 
tions but with no alfalfa. 
Of two sets 
of pigs, one fed clover, rape and soak- 
ed corn, and the other with access t< 
alfalfa in lieu 
of 
clover 
and rape, 
those having alfalfa seemed to 
grovf 
the more rapidly. 
For brood sows, it is a most val 
uable food, either as hay, a soiling 
crop, or a pasture. 
The litters of such 
sows are generally large and vigorous, 
and the dams have a strong flow of 
nutritious milk. 
Alfalfa meal in slop 
may be used with profit where the hay 
is not to be obtained. 
It is also claim ­ 
ed that sows fed on

pregnancy will not devour their young,

Look at the farm s upon which the 
same crops have been grown year in 
and year out. 
If they are not to be 
seen in your own locality, come down 
to the experiment station and see plots 
so handled. Compare these with farm s 
where rotation is practiced. 
W hat is 
the difference? 
On one the yields are 
high, if not increasingly high, at least 
uniformly so. 
Grass or clover and cleaning crops 
must be grown in rotation. 
Something 
must be at hand to utilize them. W hat 
can do this to better advantage than 
sheep and cows? 
Manure, moreover, 
must be supplied if fertility is to be 
maintained. 
The sheep is one of the 
best manure producers and spreaders 
to be found anywhere. 
The farm er is dependent upon the 
soil for his gains, no m atter in what 
form he m arkets the produce. 
Unless 
he m aintains the soil fertility from 
year to year he is curtailing his gains 
by just so much. 
Manure and crop 
rotation are necessary to the m ainte­ 
nance of fertility. 
No other way has 
yet been discovered for keeping the 
soil fertile than thy enriching it by de­ 
caying animal and vegetable m atter 
and by growing upon it 
successive 
crops that keep the soil in good phys­ 
ical condition, and keep the available 
supply of plant food high. 
On a farm so managed either sheep 
or cattle must be kept to furnish the 
necessary manure and consume the 
necessary roughage.— Prof. T. B. Mum- 
ford. 


F e e d i n g S k lin n illk to C o lt*. 
In reference to the feeding of skim ­ 
milk to colts, L. C. Litchfield writes 
to the Melbourne Leader as follows: 
"W e have brought up a 2-year-old filly 
on skimmilk. 
This was a standard 
trotting filly, and was a large and 
vigorous animal, larger at 2 years old 
than her sire or dam were at matur­ 
ity. 
This mare had rather a hard 
show till she 
was 5, as 
she 
was 
‘farmed’ out for her keep, but the bone 
and constitution given her by liberal 
skimmilk feeding in colthood and the 
disposition to get there which was 
born in her never went back on her, 
and a few months of careful handling 
after her return was enough to put 
her in nice trim again. 
We have fre­ 
quently fed skimmilk to colts, both 
trotting bred and drafts, with the best 
results. 
In the autumn of 1905 we 
had quite a number of horses. 
Desir­ 
ing to wean a colt, we put him on sep­ 
arated milk. 
He soon learned that 
when we came to the cowhouse to

The order for a general sym pathetic 
strik e was determ ined on as the only 
m eans to force the Rapid T ransit com­ 
pany to arbitrate with its men. 
The 
heads of unions, all connected with the 
am algamation, declared frank ly that 
their purpose was to m ak e the com- j 
panv giv e in. 
Their reason for post- j 
poning the strik e until next Saturday 
was that the company may be forced ' 
by public opinion to agree to arbitra-

tion. 
In that ev ent, the general strik e i 
order will be rescinded. 
The action of 
the Central Labor Union puts it up to

Indianapolis, Feb. 26.— In one of the 
public schools a nine-year-old “coffee 
drunkard” has been discovered, and 
the aflaches of the city board of health 
and the state board have joined hands 
in a system atic and scientific fight to 
redeem the victim, with considerable 
success thus far, according to Dr. J. N. 
Hurty, secretary of the state board, 
who is giving the case close personal 
attention. 
According to notes made 
on the case, the boy was allowed by 
his m other to drink from eight to ten 
cups of strong clear coffee every day 
for months without her giving any 
thought to ill effects it m ight have on 
him. 
When he entered school at the 
beginning of the present school year 
it was found he was nervous and irri­ 
table in the extrem e; 
that he was 
morose, and because of the develop­ 
ment of a tendency to fight with the 
sm allest provocation, he was shunned 
by his playmates. 
Finally a physician was called and 
found the boy on the verge of insanity 
from sheer lack of nerve force. 
An 
examination of his home conditions 
was made, when it was found that he 
was a confirmed “coffee drunkard.” 
The mother, to whom the physician 
appealed, scoffed at the statem ent that 
coffee was the cause of her boy’s con­ 
dition and at first absolutely refused 
to take the advice of the physician in 
charge of the case and iirovide proper 
treatm ent for him. 
“ You needn’t tell me it is the cof­ 
fee,” she said, “it’s the ’old Nick’ in 
him. 
I’ve been drinking coffee for 
thirty years, and it never hurt me.”

Perhaps the strangest door k nock er 
In the w’orld may be seen in the pagan 
Indian v illage at Bella Coola, about 
halfway up the coast of British Co­ 
lumbia, an exchange says. 
It consists of a wooden carv ing rep­ 
resenting a man. 
The arms are mov ­ 
able and between the hands is held a 
k nock er, apparently so formed as to 
represent the stone hammer the Bella 
Coolas used generations ago. 
Across 
the k nees is a board, lik e p art of the 
wooden drum these Indians formerly 
used much more extensiv ely than to­ 
day. 
When the arms are raised the 
hammerlik e k nock er may be dropped 
so as to mak e a terrific k nock ing on 
the board. 
This figure, instead of being fast­ 
ened on the door of the house, stands 
abov e it, but the doorway is low and 
the k nock er Is easily reached. 
These 
Indians are fond of tobacco, but sel­ 
dom smok e cigars, and the owner of 
the 
k nock er 
handled 
his cigar as 
clumsily as he wore the ready-made 
white man’s clothing, which is also 
new to him and his people. 
Abov e the door is an interesting 
inscription, the pride of his family. 
This has been put up in honor of one 
of his ancestors and it reads: 
“In memory of Chief Clelamen, who 
died July, 1893, aged 50 years. 
He 
was honest 
& well disposed & respect 
ed by both whites and Indians. 
In 
December, 1892, he gav e away with 
the help of his sons, 
Alexander 
& 
Johnny, property in blank ets, canoes, 
etc., v alued at $4,000, this being his 
eighth large potlatch 
& feast that he 
had held.” 
This sign is painted and w’as appar­ 
ently made by a white man, but the 
wording and the arrangement of the 
lines show that the work was done to 
order. 
The reference to the giv ing away 
of blank ets and ck noes is characteris­ 
tic of these people. 
By so doing they 
gained not only an aristocratic posi­ 
tion in the tribe, but also credit, for 
the property was always returned with 
interest and feasting in due course of 
time. 
At first this latter fact was not qn- 
derstood by the missionaries and In- 
Indian agents, who supposed that the 
potlatch was a boastful 
wasting of 
property. 
They caused a law to be 
passed in British Columbia mak ing it 
a criminal offense to giv e a potlatch, 
and many Indians hav e been impris­ 
oned for disobeying the law by con­ 
tinuing their forefathers’ methods of 
financial 
Inv estment, but nowadays 
the law is no longer enforced. 
Sometimes property was giv en aw'ay 
for the benefit of sons and daughters. 
When they became a certain age they 
had in consequence an aristocratic po­ 
sition and credit of which they were 
as proud as are the sons of families 
of social position ln New York or else­ 
where.

life, the New York Tribune says. 
Dallinger became especially interes 
ed in this subject about forty year 
ago, wherf the old controv ersy ov e 
spontaneous generation was rev iv ec 
with Bastian and Tyndall as opposin, 
protagonists. 
While he stood ln the baok grouni 
his researches and observ ations wer 
of inestimable adv antage to Tyndal] 
and, Indeed, to all scientists, both ii 
the direct result of his laborator; 
work and also In the great impetui 
which he gav e to tfte improv ement o 
microscopic lenses. 
His painstak inj 
inv estigations, which extended througl 
many years, confirmed in the most con 
v incing manner the conclusions of Pas 
teur and Tyndall that 
spontaneou! 
generation was a myth and that al 
life must come from pre-existing life 
It w'as Pasteur’s demonstration ol 
that fact which inspired and enablec 
Lister to establish antiseptic surgery 
From the reaffirmation of it by Tyn 
dall and equally by Dallinger, has pro 
ceeded our whole system of antibac 
terial sanitation and therapeutics. And 
ev ery triumph of mosquito 
netting 
ov er yellow fev er and malaria, of the 
water boiier and filter ov er cholera 
and typhoid, and of the rat trap ov er 
bubonic

LIGHTS IN STREET CARS. 


Ex pla na tio n o f Why They Are So me­ 
time« Dim, by a n Kipn-t, 
Who has not noticed when riding 
on the street cars at night that some­ 
times the lamps which light the cars 
burn v ery dim for a minute and then 
seem to burn v ery bright? Sometimes 
they almost go entirely out; then sud­ 
denly come on again. To the ordinary 
trav eler all this is v ery mystifying, 
bflt to the electrical engineer it is 
simplicity 
itself, 
the 
Electric News 
says. 
If a small hole were drilled ln a 
water pipe just abov e a faucet, the 
water, under pressure, would rush out 
at terrific 
speed, but if you should 
open the faucet the pressure would Im­ 
mediately drop down so low that the 
water would all but cease to flow out 
of the tiny hole. This is exactly what 
happens to the incandescent lamps in 
a street car when they suddenly grow 
dim, only it is electricity we are deal­ 
ing with, instead of wat£ r. 
To start 
a loaded street car requires an enor­ 
mous amount of electricity, the mo­ 
tors fairly eating up the current in 
order to get the necessary starting 
pow'er or torque, as it is called. Using 
such a quantity of electricity reliev es 
the pressure, or v oltage, of the system, 
and of course the lights burn dim until 
the car ls under way. 
Nearly all street car systems operate 
at 550 v olts pressure. 
The lamps in 
the car consume current at 
1 1 0 v olts 
pressure, and they are connected ln 
groups of fiv e k i series across the 
550-v olt circuit. 
When the v oltage for 
these lamps drops below 
1 1 0 because

Thro u gh them the

Witho u t Washingto n 
America, b y 
weight o f gro wing natio nality , wo u ld 
hav e p arted so o ner o r later fro m the 
mo ther co u ntry . 
Fifty y ears ago the 
fo rces that tended to natio nal u nity 
were stro nger than tho se that made 
fo r disu nio n, and in the end u nity 
mu st 
hav e p rev ailed, ev en

Linco ln. 
Bu t in Washingto n and Lin­ 
co ln are co ncentrated the meaning o f 
the natio n's great triu mp hs. The y o u ng 
natio n scramb ling to its feet after the 
stru ggle fo r indep endence, u ncertain, 
u ntried, b ecame instantly p erso nified 
in the grav e wisdo m o f Washingto n. 
The sp irit o f u nio n, so so rely crip p led 
b y the Civ il War, and lo ng su sp ected 
b y many Americans to b e b u t the sp irit 
o f ty ranny in disgu ise, to o k b efo re all 
men’s ey es the shap e o f Linco ln, so 
that Whitman tho u ght o f u nio nism as 
“a new v irtu e, 
u nkno wn 
to 
o ther 
lands,” to b e added to Linco ln’s ho n­ 
esty , go o dness, shrewdness, co nscience. 
That the natio n b red, each fo r his 
time, the man who led and ty p ified his 
fello w men ju stifies demo cracy in its 
ho p e fo r the fu tu re. 
Washingto n was 
the p ro du ct o f transp lanted English 
civ ilizatio n, ado p ting when the time 
came ideals ho stile to the traditio nal 
o rder, b u t p reserv ing the essence o f 
that o rder in his co nserv atism and gra­ 
cio u s dignity . Linco ln was the p erfect 
fru it o f a half-centu ry o f natio nal in­ 
dep endence, realizing a demo cracy that

He was the o ldest o f fiv e children. 
As co mmander in clfTef o f the army 
he drew $5 00 a mo nth. 
Of 69 electo ral v o tes 
cast fo r tho 
first President he go t 69 . 
He was 5 7 y ears o ld when he en­ 
tered u p o n the o ffice o f President. 
His army , when he first to o k charge, 
was 14 ,000 men, 9 ,000 o f them fro m 
Massachu setts. 
He alway s had his hair p o wdered at 
p u b lic recep tio ns, and 
nev er 
sho o k 
hands with any o ne at su ch times. 
His father had a far.m o f 1,000 acres, 
so that cho p p ed 
cherry tree wasn’t 
su ch a heav y lo ss after all. 
He was v ery su ccessfu l as a raiser 
o f wheat and to b acco , and in additio n 
carried o n b ricky ards and fisheries in­ 
terests. 
At his inau gu ratio n he wo re a fu ll 
su it o f fine clo th 
made b y his o wn 
serv ants, and the dresses o f his wife 
were also wo v en o n the p lantatio n. 
He was ju st 2 1 y ears o ld when Go v . 
Dinwiddie sent him o n a p erilo u s jo u r­ 
ney to Ohio to find o u t the strength o f 
the French, 
which he acco mp lished 
handily . 
The Indians said he b o re a charmed 
life after he go t fo u r b u llets thro u gh 
his co at and had two ho rses sho t u nder 
him in a mo v ement led b y Gen.* Brad- 
do ck against Fo rt Du q u esne.

serration. The issue is a delicate one. 
It is regarded as likely that memb ers 
I of the committee will confer with the 
president and ob tain his views on the 
issue b efore they reach a decision. 
With Gifford Pinchot on the witness 
stand, the 
Ballinger-Pinchot 
inquiry 
entered its second phase 
Saturday. 
The dismissed chief of the forest ser­ 
vice, b efore b eing sworn, dramatically 
declared that when his story had b een 
told the country would demand a ver­ 
dict “in harmony with the general 
conviction that the secretary of the 
interior has b een unfaithful b oth to 
the pub lic, whose property he has en­ 
dangered. and to the president, whom 
he has deceived.” 
Prior to b eing sworn Mr. Pinchot 
made a written statement of the 
charges he expected to prove. A large 
part of these accusations were b rought 
out at the hearing and the remainder 
will b e made when the inquiry is re­ 
sumed. 
“The country will demand a verdict 
in harmony with the general convic­ 
tion that the secretary of the interior 
has b een unfaithful b oth to the pub lic, 
whose property he has endangered, 
and to the president, whom he has 
deceived.” said Mr. Pinfchot’s state­ 
ment.
